THE   STATE  OF  NEW  HAMPSHIRE 


To  the  inhabitants  of  the  town  of  Jaffrey,  in  the  County  of  Cheshire, 
qualified  to  vote  in  town  affairs: 

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  Union  Hall,  on  School  Street, 
in  said  town,  on  Tuesday,  the  eighth  day  of  March,  1949,  at  nine  o'clock 
in  the  forenoon,  (polls  to  remain  open  until  six  o'clock  in  the  afternoon) 
to  act  upon  the  following  subjects: 

1.  To  choose  a  Town  Clerk,  one  selectman  for  three  years,  and  all 
other  necessary  town  officers. 

2.  To  hear  all  reports,  except  that  of  the  budget  committee,  and 
act  thereon. 

3.  To  hear  the  report  of  the  Budget  Committee,  and  to  raise  arid 
appropriate  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  necessary  to  meet  the  re- 
quirements of  the  budget. 

4.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the  selectmen  to  borrow 
money,  if  necessary,  in  anticipation  of  taxes. 

5.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum 
of  $932.76  upon  condition  that  the  State  will  contribute  the  sum  of 
$3,731.02  for  Town  Road  Aid  upon  class  V  highways. 

6.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  a  sum 
of  money  to  be  set  aside  and  added  to  the  capital  reserve  fund  for  the 
purpose  of  erecting  a  Town  Hall. 

7.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate  and  transfer  from 
its  unencumbered  surplus  any  sum  of  money  to  the  Town  Hall  Capital 
Reserve  Fund. 

8.  To  see  if  the  Town  wishes  to  continue  the  present  method  of 
sewer  construction  assessments,  or  act  in  any  way  relating  thereto. 

9.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  discontinue  a  portion  of  the  road 
leading  from  the  summer  residence  of  Gertrude  Hanson  to  the  Toupin 
farm,  so-called,  owned  by  George  P.  Duncan,  or  act  in  any  way,  con- 
ditionally or  otherwise,  relating  thereto. 

10.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  request  the  State  Tax  Commis- 
sion to  make  a  complete  reappraisal  of  the  lands  and  buildings  within 
the  town,  to  equalize  valuations  in  accordance  with  the  law,  and  to  make 
an  appropriation  for  this  purpose. 

11.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  petition  the  State  Tax  Commis- 
sion to  have  an  audit  made  by  the  Division  of  Municipal  Accounting, 
and  to  make  an  appropriation  to  cover  the  expense  of  such  audit. 


12.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  to  the 
Elliot  Community  Hospital,  of  Keene,  the  sum  of  $332.76,  being  this 
town's  proportionate  share  of  said  Hospital's  deficit  for  1948. 

13.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  instruct  the  selectmen  to  arrange 
for  the  installation  of  five  additional  street  lights  on  the  Howard  Hill 
Road,  and  make  an  appropriaion  for  same,  as  petitioned  for  by  Nelson  W. 
Gill  and  others. 

14.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  and  apply  the  total  sum 
of  $1,200.00  for  the  perpetual  care  of  the  Southeast  section  of  the  Old 
Jaffrey  Burying  Ground  in  which  corner  the  "Willa  Cather"  lot  is  located, 
or  act  in  any  way  relating  thereto,  as  petitioned  for  by  George  S.  Auster- 
mann  and  others. 

15.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  a  gratuitous  title  to  the 
old  horse  sheds  owned  by  Helen  E.  Shattuck  and  Edith  McCoy  for  the 
purpose  of  disposing  of  them  and  the  hearse  house  already  owned  by  the 
Town,  and  enclose  the  land  on  which  they  are  located  within  the  Old 
Burying  Ground  for  cemetery  purposes,  or  act  in  any  way  relating  there- 
to, as  petitioned  for  by  George  H.  Duncan  and  others. 

16.  To  see  what  action  the  Town  wishes  to  take  with  regard  to  a 
request  from  the  State  Forestry  and  Recreation  Department  that  the 
Town  convey  to  the  State  a  tract  of  about  thirteen  acres  of  forest  land 
adjacent  to  the  Monadnock  State  Reservation,  for  recreational  purposes. 

17.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  observe,  during  the  month  of 
August,  1949,  the  50th  Anniversary  of  Old  Home  Week,  and  raise  and 
appropriate  money  therefor. 

18.  To  see  if  the  Town  desires  to  take  any  action  with  regard  to 
encroachments  upon  the  Town  Highways  by  private  firms  and  in- 
dividuals. 

19.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  take  any  action  with  regard  to  creating 
a  planning  board  and  making  available  to  it  any  of  the  powers  and 
duties  prescribed  in  Chapter  53  of  the  Revised  Laws.

Following  is  a   summary  of  work  done  during  1948  on  surveys  of 
town  roads  and  town  boundaries  with  an  appropriation  of   $500.00. 
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Two  long  closed  taped  traverses  were  completed  in  the  southwesterly 
part  of  the  town,  one  traverse  started  at  the  westerly  end  of  Gilmore 
Pond,  previously  surveyed  and  extended  over  the  highway  passing  the 
residences  of  Mrs.  Kimball,  Mrs.  Murphy  and  C.  Draper  to  the  Rindge 
line,  then  along  an  access  road  westerly  to  the  stone  bound  at  the 
corner  of  Rindge  and  Fitzwilliam  on  the  Jaffrey  Line;  a  second  traverse 
started  on  the  first  mentioned  highway  near  the  Rindge  Line  and 
extended  northwesterly  over  an  old  road  to  Priest  Corners  connecting 
with  a  previous  survey;  a  third  traverse  started  at  the  site  of  school 
house  No.  4,  on  the  old  road  above  mentioned  and  extended  south- 
westerly over  the  Jock  Page  Road  to  the  Fitzwilliam  Line  then  easterly 
-  on  the  town  line  to  the  stone  bound  at  Fitzwilliam,  Jaffrey  and  Rindge. 
The  remainder  of  the  Old  Carey  was  completed  between  Squantum 
Road  and  the  river. 

Surveys  were  plotted  on  both  sets  of  plans  but  no  new  sheets  were 
started.  The  sets  consists  of  70  cloth  mounted  sheets  scale,  1  inch 
equals  40  feet.  18  cloth  mounted  sheets  scale,  1  inch  equals  200  feet. 
7  paper  mounted  sheets  scale,  1  inch  equals  200  feet.

B.      Administrative  Policy 

The  past  year  has  brought  a  noteworthy  increase  throughout  the 
United  States  in  the  interest  taken  by  parents  and  other  laymen  in  the 
part  our  public  schools  play  in  the  formation  of  the  pattern  of  our 
society.  One  evidence  of  the  interest  in  this  area  is  the  increased  activity 
of  Parent-Teacher  Associations. 

Each  district  in  this  supervisory  union,  except  Sharon  "which  has 
no  school,  now  has  an  active  working  F  T  A.  These  organizations  have 
evidenced  high  interest  in  pupil  welfare  by  the  exceedingly  effective  work 
they  have  done  in  supporting  their  major  project  this  year — the  school 
lunch  program. 

It  is  the  recognition  of  the  need  of  the  combined  efforts  of  all — 
teachers,  school  boards,  parents  and  superintendent — working  in  close 
cooperation  that  has  made  it  possible  to  accomplish  so  much.  The  wel- 
fare of  boys  and  girls  will  be  served  continuingly  better  as  we  gain  new 
experiences  in  cooperative  study  and  planning  toward  that  high  goal. 
There  is  much  to  be  done  but  real  accomplishment  can  be  seen  when 
there  is  a  concentration  of  effort  upon  each  specific  problem.  The  de- 
velopment of  our  schools  as  the  foundation  of  our  society  is  the  re- 
sponsibility of  each  and  every  one  of  us  as  a  member  of  that  society. 


C.    Administrative  Organization 

Judging  from  the  number  of  questions  asked  your  superintendent 
of  schools  regarding  the  administrative  organization  of  this  supervisory 
union,  it  seems  appropriate  to  devote  a  small  amount  of  space  in  this 
report  to  this  subject. 

This  union,  known  as  the  Peterborough-Jaffrey  Supervisory  Union 
No.  47,  is  one  of  the  48  of  which  the  state  is  comprised  and  is  composed 
of  six  school  districts:  Peterborough,  Jaffrey,  Dublin,  Hancock,  Rindge 
and  Sharon.  The  following  table  of  facts  should  be  of  interest:

No  changes  occurred  in  the  teaching  staff  during  the  school  year 
1947-48  other  than  those  noted  in  the  report  last  year.  With  the  opening 
of  school  in  September  two  vacancies  had  been  filled — Mr.  Ralph  E. 
Worthington  replaced  Mr.  Eastman  in  the  High  School,  and  Mrs.  Mary 
S.  Deschenes  took  Mrs  E.astman's  place  in  the  Grade  School.  Mr. 
Worthington,  whose  home  is  in  Fitchburg,  Mass.,  graduated  from  Boston 
University  in  1944  and  taught  social  studies  for  the  next  four  years  in 
the  Goffstown  High  School.  Mrs.  Deschenes  graduated  from  the  three- 
year  elementary  training  course  at  Keene  Teachers'  College  in  1937. 
From  her  graduation  to  June  1946  she  taught  in  the  grade  schools  of 
Dunbarton,  Greenfield  and  Milford. 

During  this  current  school  year,  one  teacher,  Frederic  Franzeim,  is 
adding  to  his  professional  training  by  taking  extension  courses  at  Boston 
University. 

B.    Programs  and  Methods 

The  most  important  change  in  the  instructional  program  is  the 
introduction  of  an  organized  program  of  art  for  the  current  year.  Mr. 
F.\lbin  is  now  employed  as  supervisor  of  art  for  the  whole  supervisory 
union.  Jaffrey's  share  of  his  time  is  a  little  over  two  days  per  week.  All 
pupils  in  grades  one  through  eight  are  participating  in  the  program,  and 
about  55  pupils  are  taking  the  elective  art  course  in  the  senior  high 
school.  Pupils  are  receiving  the  new  opportunities  with  high  enthusiasm. 
Much  of  the  interest  is  due  to  Mr.  Filbin's  unusual  skill  in  stirring  each 
pupil  to  see  in  his  everyday  living  experiences  the  vital  part  art  plays. 
This  improvement  in  the  school  program  is  giving  Jaffrey  boys  and  girls 
significant  help  toward  the  attainment  of  a  stable  emotional  life. 

New  instructional  materials  are  continually  being  discovered  and 
procured  for  the  social  studies  program  studied  so  carefully  in  the  ex- 
tension course  last  year.  A  considerable  number  of  new  textbooks  and 
accompanying  instructional  aids  have  been  procured  for  the  three  upper 
elementary  grades.  It  is  in  these  grades  where  we  find  the  greatest  need 
for  newr  interest.  The  recent  purchase  of  the  sound  moving-picture  pro- 
jector for  the  grade  school  will  aid  greatly  in  bringing  new  life  into 
all  phases  of  our  work  in  that  building. 

PART     III.     SCHOOL  PLANT 

No  major  repairs  or  improvements  to  buildings  or  equipment  have 
been  made  during  the  past  year,  however,  the  usual  minor  repairs  have 
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been  reasonably  well  taken  care  of.  In  making  such  repairs  and  replace- 
ments as  have  been  required-,  earnest  effort  has  been  made  to  improve 
the  educational  plant  as  much  as  was  economically  feasible.  At  the  grade 
school  the  several  pieces  of  playground  equipment  purchased  last  year 
have  been  erected,  further  grading  has  been  done  on  the  playground, 
and  the  old  cracked  and  leaky  coal  burning  water  heater  has  been 
replaced  by  a  modern  type  automatic  oil  burner.  At  the  high  school  the 
yard  back  of  the  building  has  been  graded;  the  old  coal  bin  has  been 
transformed  into  a  very  satisfactory  storage  space  for  supplies;  the  un- 
sanitary antiquated  slate  urinals  have  been  replaced  by  five  modern 
white  porcelain  units;  the  old  lunch  room  has  been  given  that  "new  look" 
with  cleaner  walls,  newly  painted  floor  reconditioned  redesigned  newly 
built  tables,  and  folding  chairs,  and  the  old  storage  room  has  become 
a  highly  attractive  and  convenient  kitchen.  The  commercial  department 
has  had  its  educational  offering  improved:  by  the  purchase  of  a  new 
calculating  machine  and  a  new  transcribing  machine  for  recorded  dic- 
tation, the  donation  by  the  W.  W.  Cross  &  Co.  of  a  billing  machine,  and 
the  replacement  of  six  badly  worn  typewriters.  In  the  shop  a  new  metal 
lathe  is  in  use  and  the  purchase  of  several  new  electric  motors  has 
put  into  steady  use  a  like  number  of  the  Federally  donated  machines 
obtained  last  year. 

Of  the  comparatively  minor  school  plant  needs  one  might  discover 
by  a  careful  survey  the  following  are  among  those  being  currently  stu- 
died and  discussed: 

(1.)  Further  improvement  to  the  surface  of  the  limited  play  areas 
at  both  schools. 

(2.)  Radical  reduction  of  heat  loss  around  the  windows  of  both 
buildings,  particularly  on  the  north  and  west  sides. 

(3.)  Such  correction  of  the  high  school  heating  system  as  to  make 
for  greater  comfort  of  pupils  and  teachers. 

(4.)  Such  minor  changes  to  the  grade  school  heating  system  as 
to  make  for  more  satisfactory  operation. 

(5.)  Suitable  darkening  shades  at  both  buildings  for  more  ad- 
vantageous use  of  projection  equipment. 

(6.)  Partitioned  off  storage  space  in  one  corner  of  the  grade 
school  lunch  room  for  temporary  storage  of  frequently  used  furniture, 
equipment,  supplies  and  stage  properties. 

(7.)     Interior  painting  of  classrooms  at  the  Grade  School. 

(8.)  Replacement  of  the  four  remaining  old  typewriters  in  the 
commercial  department. 

(9.)  Replacement  of  the  worn  out  sewing  machines  in  the  Home 
Economics  Dept. 

(10.)  Repair  or  replacement  of  the  badly  worn  electric  refrigerator 
in  the  Home  Economics  Dept. 

(11.)  Additional  chairs  in  Union  Hall  to  allow  for  seating  the  en- 
tire school  of  about  550-600  people. 

(12.)  Replacement  of  antiquated  and  worn  out  desks  and  chairs  at 
the  high  school. 

(13.)     Adequate  and  suitable  electric  lights  at  the  high  school. 

(14.)  Direct  entrance  to  the  shop  from  the  outside  for  heavy  and 
large  equipment. 

(15.)     Roof  repairs  at  the  high  school. 
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(16.)  Metal  window  guards  at  the  rear  side  of  the  high  school  and 
the  basement  of  Union  Hall. 

The  budget  for  1949-50  has  been  planned  to  take  care  of  a  goodly 
number  of  these  items.

At  a  legal  meeting  of  the  voters  of  the  School  District  in  Union 
Hall  in  said  District  in  the  Town  of  Jaffrey  on  the  eighth  day  of 
March  at  7:30  o'clock  in  the  afternoon  persuant  to  the  foregoing  warrant. 

The  meeting  was  called  to  order  by  the  Moderator,  Jason  C.  Sawyer 
and  the  warrant  was  read  by  him  with  the  return  of  same. 

Article  1.  Delcie  D.  Bean  Sr.  moved  that  the  Clerk  be  instructed 
to  cast  one  ballot  for  Jason  C.  iSawyer  for  Moderator  for  the  ensuing 
year.  The  moderator  turned  the  chair  over  to  the  Clerk,  the  motion  was 
put  by  the  Clerk  and  the  motion  was  unanimously  carried.

Motion 
was  seconded  and  carried. 

Article  13.  Ernest  J.  Pratt  moved  that  the  District  raise  and  ap- 
propriate the  sum  of  $73.60  as  a  deficiency  appropriation  for  1947-1948 
for  the  audit  of  the  accounts  of  the  Jaffrey  School  District  by  the 
State  Tax  Commission.  Motion  was  seconded  and  carried.

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Several  Items  in  this  Budget  Deserve  Special  Comment 

1.  The  estimated  amount  needed  for  teachers'  salaries  includes  an 
allowance  for  an  additional  teacher  at  the  grade  school  to  take  care 
of  the  expected  increase  in  enrollment. 

2.  The  estimate  for  "salaries  of  clerical  assistants"  is  an  allow- 
ance for  some  clerical  help  at  both  buildings.  It  is  uneconomical  and 
educationally  unjustifiable  to  employ  headmasters  and  principals  to 
do  typing  and  other  clerical  work. 

3.  The  estimate  for  janitors'  salaries  is  higher  than  formerly  be- 
cause of  the  need  for  three  janitors  instead  of  two.  The  increased  en- 
rollments and  increased  use  of  school  facilities  demands  additional 
janitorial  help. 

4.  Adequate  health  supervision  is  one  of  the  best  safeguards  to  the 
physical  health  of  children  in  any  community.  The  employment  in 
Jaffrey  of  a  school  nurse  for  part  time  only  cannot  furnish  that  quality 
of  service.  There  is  a  vital  need  for  a  full-time  school  nurse  and  the 
budget  is  so  planned. 

5.  The  estimate  at  this  time  on  the  amount  of  state  aid  expected 
$17,000.00  can  be  only  a  guess  unless  one  has  clairvoyant  powers  to  read 
the  mind  of  our  state  legislature. 

6.  The  special  article  recommending  an  appropriation  of  $1,000  for 
interior  painting  at  the  grade  school  is  merely  to  continue  the 
construction  of  the  building  for  the  classroom  walls  have  never  been 
painted  and  should  receive  attention  as  rapidly  as  availability  of  funds 
permit. 

7.  The  recommended  deficiency  appropriation  for  1948-49  of  $2,500.00 
comes  about  from  a  change  in  the  date  of  the  availability  of  one -half  of 
the  annual  income  from  the  Durant  Fund  so  that  the  amount  usually 
received  at  the  close  of  the  school  year  on  June  30  will  not  be  available 
this  year  by  that  date.

It  is  commendable  that  the  tardiness  at  the  high  school  was  less 
than  half  as  great  during  1947-48  as  it  was  the  previous  year. 

The  increase  in  number  of  pupils  transported  by  the  district  from  159 
in  1946-47  to  204  in  1947-48  is  evidently  one  of  the  reasons  for  the 
increased  cost  in  transportation. 

PART     VI.     AUXILIARY  ACTIVITIES  AND   SPECIAL  REPORTS 
A.     School  Lunch  Program 

As  this  report  goes  to  press,  the  federally  aided  school  lunch  program 
is  just  getting  under  way  at  both  schools.  Only  those  intimately  connected 
with  the  development  of  the  plans  can  appreciate  the  immense  amount 
of  work  that  has  gone  into  the  establishment  of  this  project.  The 
representatives  of  the  various  community  groups  interested  in  the 
program  have  been  exceedingly  helpful  and  cooperative. 

An  early  study  of  the  factors  involved  led  to  the  decision  to  establish 
a  dining  room  at  each  building,  prepare  the  food  at  a  central  kitchen  at 
the  high  school,  and  < transport  the  hot  food  for  the  Grade  School  in 
insulated  carriers.  The  central  kitchen  had  to  be  planned  and  equipped 
with  sinks,  stove,  electric  refrigerator,  lights,  hot  water  supply,  counters, 
tables,  cooking  utensils  and  storage  spaces  and  shelves  for  the  prepara- 
tion of  about  400  meals  each  noon.  The  kitchen  at  the  grade  schooi.  had 
to  be  planned  and  equipped  with  electric  refrigerator,  sink,  counters 
and  tables  for  preparing  and  serving  sandwiches,  beverages,  desserts, 
etc.,  and  washing  dishes  for  over  200  pupils.  At  present  three  women  are 
employed  at  the  high  school  and  one  at  the  grade  school.  About  180 
pupils  are  partaking  of  the  complete  lunch  at  the  high  school  and 
about  210  at  the  grade  school.  Each  pupil  is  charged  20  cents  per  meal 
and  the  district  gets  a  Federal  reimbursement  of  9  cents  for  each 
meal  served.  The  locally  purchased  foods  are  supplemented  by  donations 
of  food  from  the  U.  S.  Dept.  of  Agriculture,  from  whom,  to  date,  the 
following  free  foods  have  been  received:

This  makes  a  total  of  over  five  tons  of  food  we  have  received  at  a 
total  expense  of  the  transportation  cost  from  Concord,  N.  H.,  to  Jaffrey. 
There  are  16  cases  of  Cheddar  Cheese  (608  lbs.)  on  the  way. 

Last  March  $1,080  was  raised  and  appropriated  to  help  towards  the 
cost  of  preparing  the  food,  but  next  year  it  is  planned  to  attempt  to  make 
the  income  meet  the  operation  costs.  In  other  schools  in  this  supervisory 
union  where  the  school  lunch  program  has  been  in  operation  through 
the  fall  and  winter  months,  many  teachers  have  commented  on  the 
change  in  many  of  the  pupils  for  the  better.  Many  of  them  are  much 
more  alert  in  the  afternoon  and  have  a  general  appearance  of  better 
health.  The  inauguration  of  this  program  in  Jaffrey  will  mean  a  great 
deal  in  the  way  of  better  health  and  better  educational  opportunity  for 
the  boys  and  girls  of  this  community.

REPORT  OF  THE  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN 

Your  local  organization  to  prevent  and  extinguish  brush  and  woods 
fires  is  glad  to  report  a  good  year  of  forest  protection  in  1948.  In  spite 
of  danger  conditions  nearly  equalling  at  times  those  of  1947  when  great 
losses  were  suffered  in  New  Hampshire  and  New  England,  fire  damage 
and  loss  this  year  have  been  gratifyingly  low. 

With  the  continuing  cooperation  of  all  the  people,  we  can  hope  to 
have  another  successful  year  in  1949.  Let  us  remember  that  in  any  year, 
over  90%  of  all  fires  are  caused  by  carelessness  and  that  all  of  these 
man-caused  fires  are  preventable. 

Today,  we  have  more  slash  and  uncut  grassland  than  for  many 
years  in  the  past.  Smokers,  campers  and  tourists  who  use  our  outdoors 
are  also  more  numerous  than  ever  before.  We  must  therefore  be  ready 
for  fires  which  might  occur  but,  above  all,  prevention  by  everyone  is 
the  greatest  need. 

A  few  simple  precautions  taken  by  every  citizen  will  help,  as  follows: 

(1)  Always  get  a  written  permit  from  the  warden  before 
kindling  a  fire  outdoors  when  the  ground  it  not 
covered  with  snow. 

(2)  If  you  smoke,  always  extinguish  matches  and 
tobacco  before  dropping  or  throwing  them  down.  In 
automobiles,  always  use  the  ash  trays. 

(3)  Report  fires  and  smokes  to  the  warden  without 
delay. 

The  observance  of  these  and  other  simple  rules  will  go  far  to  insure 

safety  from  fire  damage  and  your  cooperation  in  this  way  is  earnestly 

solicited.
